00  for  Tax  Mapping  to  be 
done  by  Planning  Maps  Inc.  of  Newport,  N.H.  S3, 307. 50  of 
the  stated  amount  to  be  paid  prior  to  April  1,  1975,  and 
an  identical  payment  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  end  of 
1976,  1977,  with  final  payment  due  upon  delivery  of  the 
completed  tax  map  and  related  file  system  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.

We,  being  voters  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury, 
wishing  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  our 
Town,  do  respectfully  request,  in  harmony  with  the  rights 
given  us  under  the  statues  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
in  Chap.  253,  Section  17,  and  all  other  rights  inherent 
in  us  relating  thereto,  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
include  in  the  warrant  for  the  regular  1974  Town  Meeting 
the  subject  of  whether  or  not  the  voters  will  designate 
the  road  set  forth  herein  as  a  scenic  road,  protected 
by  this  designation  as  set  forth  by  statutory  law. 

The  road  we  request  being  considered  at  Town  Meeting 
is  the  Old  Roxbury  Road,  one  end  of  which  may  be  known 
as  the  Marlborough  Road. 

We  do  request  that  said  road  be  classified  as  a 
scenic  road.

Amend  Article  5,  entitled  (Rural  Residential  and 
Agricultural  District)  by  adding  the  following  new 
section. 

A.  #8  Ski  areas  for  Alpine  downhill  skiing  with 
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motorized  lifts  and/or  nordic  (cross  country  skiing). 
The  sale  of  food  and  beverages  will  be  allowed  as 
part  of  the  services  provided  at  the  area  and  related 
skiing  equipment  can  be  rented  or  sold  at  such  areas. 

Amend  Section  14  entitled  "Definitions."  by; 

Deleting  the  existing  definition  for  the  word 
(frontage)  and  substituting  in  its  place  the  follow- 
ing definition: 

Frontage :  Means  length  of  that  boundary  of  a  lot 
bounded  on  more  than  one  side  by  a  street,  the 
street  boundary  that  is  to  be  the  lot  "front" 
shall  be  so  designated  in  the  application  for  a 
permit  to  build  on  such  lot. 

Adding  a  new  Definition,  12,  public  street: 

Public  Street:  Any  highway,  street,  road  avenue, 
land  or  other  right-of-way  over  which  the  public 
has  a  right  to  pass  and  repass  and  state,  county 
or  municipality  has  responsibility  to  maintain. 

The  phrase  "public  street"  shall  include  any  street  shwon 
on  a  subdivision  plot  approved  by  the  planning  board  in 
accordance  with  the  state  law  whether  or  not  the  state, 
county  or  municipality  has  laid  out  such  street  as  a 
publicly  maintained  highway.  The  words  "public  street" 
shall  include  the  entire  right-of-way. 

Question  asked:  Does  beverages  include  alcoholic  bever- 
ages? Answer  was  no.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  approve 
as  stated.  Motion  carried. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to 
take  pertaining  to  required  Dump  facilities  by  July  1975. 
The  State  Law  requires  that  each  Town  shall  provide  and 
maintain  a  public  disposal  facility.  Motion  made  and 
seconded  to  pass  over.  Passed  over. 

Article  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
come  before  said  meeting.  Special  legislation  to  allow 
Dump  Article  to  be  passed  over,  also  permission  to  have 
special  Town  Meeting  before  July  1976.  Decided  to  wait 
and  see  what  Marlborough  decides  on  the  Dump  situation. 

Motion  made  to  use  remainder  of  Town  Hall  money 
received  from  rental  of  Hall  for  maintenance  of  Hall. 
Were  told  that  money  received  from  rentals  goes  into 
budget  for  Town  Hall  maintenance.  Motion  withdrawn. 

Motion  made  to  allow  Selectmen  authority  to  use 
money  raised  from  Town  Hall  rentals  for  upkeep  of  Hall. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  to  allow  Selectmen  to  use  such 
money.  Motion  carried. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  meeting.  This 
motion  carried.  Meeting  closed  at  9:00  PM,

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  MEMBER 

The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  Annual  meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  Monadnock  Regional  High  School  on 
March  22,  1975  at  12? 00  noon. 

The  proposed  budget  of  S2, 573, 338. 00  was  voted  to 
be  cut  by  five  per  cent,  thereby  making  the  accepted 
budget  $2,444,671.00.  Consequently,  many  school  needs 
were  severely  curtailed. 

The  District  voted  to  accept  the  formula  change 
article  which  reads  as  follows:  "To  see  if  the  District 
will  vote  to  change  the  formula  by  which  each  pre- 
existing district  shall  pay  its  share  of  all  capital 
outlay  costs  and  operational  costs  so  that  all  capital 
outlay  costs  shall  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the 
ratio  that  the  equalized  valuation  of  each  preexisting 
district  bears  to  that  of  the  cooperative  district,  and 
so  that  all  operational  costs  shall  be  apportioned  among 
said  preexisting  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
daily  membership  for  the  preceding  year,  or  take  any 
action  thereon."
